Su"bjecti    Errors  in  Estimating  i'l^eights  on  Commercially  Graded 
Garcas'^es 


Yo\ir  attention  is  directed  to  Memorandum  G'M-35  dated  October  10, 
1944. 

Response  from  meat  graders  and  supervisors  in  the  field  has  not 
as  yet  "brought  ahout  the  desired  results  and  grading  certificates 
generally  continue  to  show  over-estimated  weights  on  "beef  carcasses 
"by  approximately  fifty  pounds,  veal  "by  flft^icn  pounds,  lo.B"b  fefld  ttutton 
by  three  pounds. 

G-reater  efforts  and  more  care  should  be  taken  to  improve  the  weight 
judging  and  estimating  ability  of  all  concerned.    Larger  meat  packers 
and  slaughterers  usually  compile  total  weights  by  grades  of  all 
carcasses  graded  daily  and  this  information  is  generally  accessible 
to  our  grading  personnel  or  could  be  made  so  upon  our  request.  Every 
available  means  should  be  employed  to  assure  greater  accuracy  of  the 
estimated  weights  presented  on  grading  certificates, 

In  all  causes,  meat  grading  supervisors  should  aid  and  assist  graders 
in  arriving  at  close  to  actual  weights  in  preparing  the  estimated 
weights  on  grading  certificates  and  careful  scrutiny  and  examination 
of  the  certificates  should  be  made  before  they  are  released  for  regular 
dissemination.
